ALBUQUERQUE, N.M. (AP) 
—After two days of violent dis­ 
orders that left 15 persons 
wounded by gunfire and dam­ 
age in the millions, calm has 
returned to this desert city of 
250,000. 
After the last violent incident 
took place Tuesday, a police re­ 
port showed arrests during the 
disturbances totaling 630, in­ 
cluding 117 juveniles. 
Fire Chief Ray Kuhn esti­ 
mated damage from fires— 
many of them he said were 
touched off by firebombs — 
would run to $3 million or 
more. Losses from looting, bro­ 
ken windows and other acts of 
vandalism were expected to to­ 
tal at least another $1 million.

Bruce King were kept 
busy Tuesday answering re­ 
ports that young people were 
gathering in various sections, 
but none of the reports proved 
true.

Nuclear Test 
Layoff Ends 
MERCURY, Nev. (AP) — 
After the longest halt in U.S. 
nuclear testing in almost a dec­ 
ade, the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission detonated what was de­ 
scribed as a low-yield atom 
bomb under the Nevada desert 
today. 
The test, a weapons develop­ 
ment shot code named Em­ 
budo, was the first U.S. atomic 
test since last December. 
No radiation was released by 
the shot fired today at 7:50 
a.m., said an A EC spokesman. 
The explosive device was bur­ 
ied at the bottom of a 1.000-foot 
shaft in the Yucca Basin area 
of the test site about 75 miles 
northwest of Las Vegas. 
The shot had a force equal to 
the utioiidiion of 20,000 tom of 
TNT, about the size of the atom 
bomb dropped on Hiroshima.

Files Suit, To 
Boost Taxes 
INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP) — 
A suit that indirectly seeks a 
court-mandated state tax in­ 
crease was filed in Marion 
County Superior Court today by 
the head of the Indiana State 
Teachers Association. 
Arnold W. Spilly, ISTA acting 
executive director, told a news 
conference Tuesday his suit 
challenges constitutionality of 
the system used by the state to 
distribute money to public 
schools. 
Spilly said one motive in fil­ 
ing the suit was to prod the 1972 
Indiana Legislature to revise 
the school aid distribution for­ 
mula and increase state aid to 
local schools. 
Measures to revise the formu­ 
la and increase aid failed in the 
1971 
legislature. 
The 
suit, 
through 
“an 
indirect 
ap­ 
proach,” seeks a court-man­ 
dated state tax increase, Spilly 
said. 
He said he wants the court 
"to reallocate the school funds 
and to otherwise restructure the 
financial structure so as to pro­ 
vide substantially equal educa­ 
tional opportunities for all chil­ 
dren of the state.” 
The ISTA leader said he be­ 
lieves unequal education results 
when some school corporations 
spend less than $500 a pupil per 
year and others spend more 
than $800. 
The state formula provides 
for proportionately larger state 
grants to needy school corpora­ 
tions and small grants for rich­ 
er districts. It does not require 
each district to spend the same 
sum for each pupil. 
Spilly said his suit also chal­ 
lenges the limit on rates as­ 
sessed property for school fi­ 
nancing. The present limit is 
$4.95 per $100 assessed value. 
The ceiling unfairly shackles 
school corporations which might 
want to levy higher taxes to fi­ 
nance additional school pro­ 
grams, Spilly said. 
He said 45 school districts 
levied the maximum $4.95 last 
year and predicted 78 would use 
the maximum this year. 
Spilly said the suit urges that 
the defendants and the legisla­ 
ture receive ‘‘a reasonable time 
in which to take all steps rea­ 
sonably feasible to make the 
school system comply with ap­ 
plicable law.” 
The suit names as defendants 
the State Tax Board, State Au­ 
ditor Mary Aikins and State 
Treasurer Jack New.

Sharman’s employment would 
be deemed “an inducement of a 
breach of contract and an un­ 
lawful interference with a busi­ 
ness contract.” 
Sharman said he hadn’t con­ 
ferred recently with the Lakers 
but “as far as I know I’m still 
their No. 1 choice for coach.”

Stars to the American Basket­ 
ball Association crown last sea­ 
son, said the letter perplexed 
him as a court ruling last week 
freed him to sign with the La­ 
kers after noon Tuesday.

Utah district court judge had

Shar man's attorney said at 
the time a higher court decision 
would be needed before Tues­ 
day noon to stop the coach 
from inking a pact with another 
team.

Morris A. Campbell is not the 
type of an individual you would 
expect to take a firm and un­ 
equivocal stand. 
He looks just like what he is... 
a high school teacher of govern­ 
ment and economics at North 
Central High School of Marion 
County. He is a soft spoken ex­ 
tremely polite man. His physical 
stature is not great, what could 
best be described as average 
build. Combined with his unob­ 
trusive, almost shy manner, he 
would not stand out in a crowd. 
Yet stand out he did and he 
took a firm stand. It may cost 
him his job. 
Campbell is used to risking 
“ all” for his beliefs. He was a 
paratrooper, taking part in the 
Normandy 
invasion 
during 
World War II. Like most of us, 
he thought his fighting days 
were over with the signing of 
the 
surrender, 
After 
all, 
he 
fought to make the world “ safe 
for democracy.” Now he finds 
the fighting is not over. De­ 
mocracy is threatened again, 
only this time from within and 
even more dangerous due to its 
well meaning supporters. 
Campbell is serving as Com­ 
mander of a fairly new Law­ 
rence, Ind. 
American Legion 
Post. I have frequently seen him 
at District meetings, usually sit­ 
ting in the back of the room. 
Quiet and friendly, he is not 
pushing himself forward as a 
leader among men. 
His problems started when a 
young girl student appeared for 
a seventh-period class wearing 
the Peoples Peace Treaty (PPT) 
arm band.

Wabash River 
Basin Study 
Is Completed 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - A 
seven-year study outlining wa­ 
ter resources needs for the 33.- 
000 square mile Wabash River 
basin was completed Tuesday. 
The m aster plan covers 50 
years and calls for an estimated 
$2.5 billion in developments, in­ 
cluding reservoirs, water sheds, 
parks and sewage treatm ent fa­ 
cilities. 
The 15-volume report by the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
will be sent next month to gov­ 
ernors of the affected states, In­ 
diana, Illinois and Ohio. It then 
will be sent to Washington and 
the Nixon administration to sub­ 
mit to Congress for funding of 
first year proposals. 
The study calls for 85 small 
watershed developments and 18 
major reservoirs to be com­ 
pleted by 1985. Park-like open 
spaces are to blanket 16,000 
miles of stream banks. 
Plains will be zoned to pre­ 
vent flood damage throughout 
the basin. Two-thirds of Indi­ 
ana is in. the Wabash basin. 
Engineers said as the popula­ 
tion doubles in the basin during 
the 50 year period of the study 
water needs will triple. They 
said 
sewage treatment plans 
and dams will require a large 
percentage of the funds. 
The engineers said some local 
governmental agencies are be­ 
hind in mapping zoning plans to 
prevent building and landfills 
from 
being 
located 
in 
flood 
plains. 
The m aster plan outlines $260 
million in expenditures for the 
West 
Fork 
of 
White 
River, 
which 
is 
the 
water 
supply 
source for Indianapolis, Ander­ 
son and Muncie. 
The West Fork subbasin is 
one of eight subbasins in the 
plan. It accounts for 20 per cent 
of the Wabash drainiage area. 
The 
first 
large 
Indianapolis 
project would be expansion of 
Geist Reservoir with a larger 
dam on Fall Creek. 
A planning committee repre­ 
senting the three states and the 
federal government began the 
study in 1963. It was to have 
cost $3.6 million and been com­ 
pleted by 1969.

NEW YORK (AP) — “Justice 
in America,” CBS’ three-part 
series on the nation’s current 
concern about law, order and 
legal rights, concluded Tuesday 
night by looking at crime and 
the courts. 
No subject so huge and com­ 
plex can be examined closely in 
60 minutes. The program said 
an estimated 10 million serious 
crimes 
were 
committed 
last 
year although only about half 
were reported and fewer than 
one-tenth of those reached the 
courtroom. 
The 
program 
handled 
the 
subject in just about the only 
possible wray: by concentrating 
on conditions in one city—Den­ 
ver—and applying facts, opin­ 
ions and theories to the rest of 
the country. 
It was a distressingly famil­ 
iar story — at least half of the 
serious criminal offenders are 
18 or younger and involved in 
everything from shoplifting to 
armed robbery; 
nervous 
and 
angered citizens demand stric­ 
ter 
law 
enforcement; 
courts 
are reluctant 
to send young 
first offenders to correctional 
institutions; courts and proba­ 
tion 
departments 
are 
over­ 
burdened. 
While most of the program 
was a recital of the dilemma, 
there were some constructive 
suggestions. One Denver judge 
holds great hope for a system 
of volunteer probation officers, 
unpaid 
business 
and 
profes­ 
sional 
men 
and 
housewives, 
each with a single youthful of­ 
fender upon whom to concen­ 
trate. 
Among 
the 5,000 who 
have reported to the 1,000 vol­ 
unteers, the rate of recidivism 
has been cut in half. For the 
rest, remedies outlined in the 
program 
included 
more 
ef­ 
ficient courts, beefed up police 
and probation departments bet­ 
ter control of drugs and addic­ 
tion and, of course, more mon­ 
ey. 
The program seemed to be 
primarily concerned with the 
problems of the offenders, and 
almost totally ignored the prob­ 
lems of victims and potential 
victims.

A student of Greek mythology

»stars as the Pleiades—the seven 
«daughters 
of 
Atlas 
and 
a 
Nymph.

According to Iban mythologi­ 
c a l stories narrated by museum 
. curator Benedict Sandin in the 
* latest Sarawak Museum Jour- 
nal. the Pleiades trace back in 
the times of creation to a golden 
* stone set in the eastern corner 
of the sky. 
Many years later the stone 
C hanged to a very beautiful girl 
whose eyes and skin shone and 
* glittered like a lump of gold. 
L Her name—Dayang Laing. 
’ 
When she came of age to be 
' married, Dayang Laing grew 
sorrowful for there was nowhere 
■ any man for her to wed. So 
^ when the wind blew strongly, 
she bared herself before it. Aft­ 
er she had done this several 
times, she became pregnant and 
* bore seven daughters. 
* 
One day when all were inside 
their shelter, a strong wind be­ 
gan to blow, shaking it furious- 
* ly. 
Stronger 
and stronger it 
blew, until suddenly the chil­ 
dren wrere swept away. 
Surprised and afraid, Dayang 
Laing hurried outside to see 
where her children had gone. As 
she looked up towards the sky, 
she saw that they hid already 
been far and high, and were sit­ 
ting in a semi-circle up In the 
' sky just as they had been sitting 
i around in her h it.

The seven stars came to be 
? known as the Pleiades. 
t 
Meanwhile, on the earth be* 
.. low, a powerful chief—the son of 
a diety—had left home in search 


of a house in the sky because 
the frogs in his country croaked 
incessantly. 
The young man, Abu Tingang, 
found Dayang Laing and man­ 
aged to persuade his parents to 
accept her in spite of the am az­ 
ing story of the children begot­ 
ten of the wind god. 
Some 27 generations and three 
myths later a young man, Jel- 
lenggai, in search of a good luck 
fruit, soared into the heavens on 
the spurs of a giant bird. 
There he met Bunsu Bintang 


Banyak, the youngest of the Pie 
iades, got married and later had 
a son. 
But against the express wish 
of Bunsu. the man one day took 
a peek into a jar in their home 
and saw far below thousands of 
men planting rice. Only then he 
realized he must be in heaven, 
As a result Bansu and her six 
sisters had to release the man 
and his son through the jai and 
back to earth. 
Before he climbed into the 
jar, the sorrowful Bunsu in­ 
structed him to warn ail farm ­ 
ers only to plant pad! when the 
Pleiades was in the zenith of the 
sky at four in the morning. “ If 
we have left the zenith when 
you plant, your farms will never 


prosper. You have seen while 
you lived with us that my sis­ 
ters never stay home, even if 
there is no work for them in the 
field. Only I may stay, but I too 
am seen froth, earth, though 
faintly,” she said. 
'That apparently explains why 
the Dayaks plant their padi be­ 
tween August and September. 
Jelenggai’s son, Selamuda, is

Selamuda married the young­ 
est and prettiest of the “boar’s” 
daughters and had a child.

Hoosier Areas 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. <AP) — 
Traces of southern corn leaf 
blight already have been identi­ 
fied in nine Indiana counties, A 
Purdue plant pathologist report­ 
ed Monday. 
Only one ease Is In a planted 
field, said pathologist A. J. Ull- 
itrup, while the other eight in­ 
stances were from “volunteer” 
■corn in Clay, Clark, Warrick, 
Vanderburg, 
Pike, 
Gibson, 
Hamilton and Monroe counties. 
The one planted corn infec­ 
tion has been found in a small 
field of sweet corn in Tippe­ 
canoe County, Ullstrup said. 
In all cases, the blight was in 
fields of corn stubble where the 
disease was severe in 1970, he 
noted. 
The blight in 
Indiana 
has 
been exclusively on Texas male- 
sterile cytoplasm corn. Normal 
cytoplasm corn has not shown 
any infection thus far. 
Corn planting in Indiana is 
virtually complete with only a 
few scattered fields remaining, 
according 
to 
Earl L. 
Park, 
United States 
Department of 
Agriculture and Purdue Univer­ 
sity statistician. 
Corn has attained a height of 
•I'M inches, equalling that of a 
y 
c ago, but two inches more 
than the average, Park said. 
Soybean planting is 90 per 
cent complete, Park said, com­ 
pared with 80 per cent last year 
at this time and 75 per cent for 
the average year.

Ban On Driving 
By Farm Youths 
Is Suspended 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Federal Highway Administra­ 
tion has taken action which will 
permit farm youths to continue 
driving lightweight farm vehi­ 
cles in interstate commerce for 
another six months, despite new 
safety regulations which would 
bar such operations. 
And, said the Department of 
'Transporta tkm announcement, 
in the interim it will seek some 
permanent solution to the ban 
Issue which had drawn criticism 
from farm areas. 
Under new safety regulations 
announced by DOT early this 
year, farm youths under 21 
would have been banned from 
driving the family truck to mar­ 
ket in interstate commerce. 
After protests from farm 
areas and farm state Congress­ 
men, the Department 'withheld 
enforcement of the ban until 
July 1. It now has extended the 
exemption for another six 
months, or until Jan. 1, 1972. 
Robert A. Kaye, Director of 
the Bureau of Motor Carrier 
Safety, said he plans to issue a 
proposal for permanent resolu­ 
tion in the near future and will 
invite comments from interest­ 
ed persons concerning the mini­ 
mum age of farm vehicle driv­ 
ers and the areas of interest to 
farmers.
